THE GREAT UFO PROBE 


"Can We Trust the Upcoming Condon Report?”

After 20 years of swirling controversy, 
science is taking its most searching look 
into the mystery of UFO's. 

The intensive probe is headed by Dr. Edwart 


: U, Condon, former heard of the Natiouzal Bur- 


eau of Standards, and currently professor 
of physics at the University of Colorado. 
He is aided by up to 30 top scientists from 


| every field that might figure in the study of 


flying saucers. Condon was handed this hot 
potato by the Air Force, which has failed to 
satisgy many thousands of believers with its 
explanations of saucer sightings. They've 
given him about $500,000 through the Uni- 
versity of Colorado to make an objective 
study that, it si hoped, will satisfy be- 
lievers and skeptics alike. 

Can the Condon study finally solve the 
riddie of flying saucers, which has persisten 
ly eluded military investigators? Is it an 
attempt by the Air Force to white wash the 
subject? 

POPULAR SCIENCE took a close look at the 
work of the Condon team to bring you this 
progress report on the great UFO probe as 
the first year of the investigation is com- 
pleted. 

Condon entered the scene with the detached 
objectibity of an outsider with no special 
Knowledge of saucers. His reputation as a 
tough-minded scientist was’ firmly established 


. when he headed the National Bureau of Stand- 
: ards from 1945 to 1951. Condon reorganized 


the Bureau, modernized its operations, and 
move: its scientific functions out of the 
potitical arean, resisting Congressional 
pressures for such things.as the approval of 


: essentially worthless products. 


An Open Mind. Condon’s attitued toward. 
UFO's when he started the probe was: "I'm 
an agnostic. JI simply don’t know," But he 
believed there was a need to find out whether 
there is a physical reality to saucers, and if

the minds of the viewer. Regardless of their 
‘backgrounds, all his aides share Condon's 
objective approach and his feeling that more 
information is needed to determine the origin 
of UFO's 

Nothing Hidden. The Condon team hag. complet 
acces to the files of Project Blue Book, the 
‘Air Force office for UFO investigations. There 
are over 15,000 UFO reports in its files-- 
‘about 20 percent oF thiese sightings truly 
unidentified. 

Maj. Hector Guaneant tis Jr., director. of 
Blue Book, says Condon's aides have asked for 
only about 400 case histories of the older 
saucer sightings. These are the classic 
cases that have been extensively written about 
in UFO literature. 

Although Project Blue Book continues to 
investigate. saucers, it gets nothing in return 
from Condon’s team. “It's a one-way street,” 
Quintanilla says. "I don't want to bias him 
in any way, So I don't request, anyting fron 
him. * 

Dondon and his. aides have conferred with 
Dr. J. Allen Hynek, chairman of Northwestern 
Univeristy’s Department of Astronomy and 
Scientific Consultant to Project Blue Book, 
who has looked into many of the Air Force's 
most puzzling casses. They also questioned 
Air Force acientific adviser Jacques Vallee on 
the methodology employed in Project Blue Book's 
investigations.

ey have devised a meticulous questionnaire 7 
ifor saucer reporters to fill out--size, shape, 
color, motion, and other characteristics. The 
answers are fed into a computer and the scien- 
tists hope eventually to discover additional 
patterns of saucer pehnomena. 

The Colorado investigators follow-up the 
questionnaires with phone calls to the persons 
from whom a reports originate. If they can- 
not carlify a report in a phone conversation, 
land the ‘sighting is deemed of sufficient im- 
portance, investigators go to the scne to 
{check it out. 

; An Eye on the Scene. Some casses yield 

| solutions easily when investigators get a 
first hand look at the scene. Ina recent 
‘Conneticut sighting, for example, a “glowing 
| object" turned out to be an electrical arc, 
created when the wet branches of trees slapped 
against, and short-circuited, a power line.

The man struggled out of the bush with 
burns that actually required hospital treat- 
ment. But when released, he was unable to 
lead the scientists to the clearing. The site 
is still undiscovered. 

Because of such frustrations,’ the Condon 
group is hoping for an opportunity to use 
technical equipment that could yield scientif- 
-ic data more precise and easier to analyze 
than the testimony of witnesses. But there 
has been no spportunity to capture a UFC in 
the act. 

White they wiat for such a break, the 
Colorado scientists are attempting to check 
scientifically some of the strange things that 
reportedly have occurred when UFO's have been 
spotted--power failures and car engines: going 
dead after drivers reported they saw a UFO. 

Every pewer failure attributed uto UFO's 
is being scrutinized. Condon'’s group has ap= 
proached a number of power-company experts 
for aid in pin pointing the cause af each ”— 
power failure. 

When will the Condon group complete their 
work? Their research should be wrapped up: 


by mid 1968 when preparing the report--cer- 
tain to be a best seller--will begin. 

Before the report is realsed to the public, 
it will. be reviewed by a special committee of 
the National Academy of Sciences. They will 
check the Condon group's scientific methods 
and determine whether their conclusions are 
scientifically, valid. After the Academy

Can you trust the upcoming Condon Repomt? 
The editors of POPULAR SCIENCE believe. ~you 
can.

Fourth Account. Not one but several re- 
ports came from astronomers of the Mountain 
Astrophysical Station, USSR Academy of 
Sciences, 12 miles “com Kislovodsk, Caucasus. 

In July 1967 the station- received letters. 
fram local newspapers reporting the flight 
of a strange reddish crescent across the 
sky at 9:20 P.M. on July ibe 

In the very early morning of July 18, 1967, 
astronomer H. I. Potter, who was observing 
the Moon at the Mountain Station, noticed 
a strange formation against a clear starry © 
sky at 2:50 A.M. Moscow time. A white cloud 
appeared in the northeast at an elevation 
of about 20 degrees. Its diameter was twice 
as long as that of the Moon but its nose 
was several times less bright. 

The cloud itself had a dense milkywhite 
color, with a rosy red nucleus clearly dis- 
cernible near its northern end. The cloud 
expanded and grew paler. A few minutes 
later the white cloud dispersed completely, 
but the reddish nucleus remained.

“Somme conclusions. Even if all the UFO evidence 
aacimted to no more than these four accounts 

#. clear that the evidence exists. The 

Fact of the matter is, however, that many 
' thousands of such observations have been doc- 
umented.” in the past 20 years. They come from 
dozéns. of countries and virtually every corner 
of our planet, including the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic. The UFO phenomenon is too: widespread 
to be dismissed lightly. 

OA Groesl.j iaiber of serious scientists are 
not sneisticd with explanations characteri- 
zing the sightings as visual aberrations. It 
goes. without saying that the phenomenon at- 
tracts, and will unfortunately continue to, 
all sorts of publicity-seekers. But we do not 
stop using money because there are counter- 
feiters. The task of science is, precisely, 
the obligation to distinguish: between the 

false and the true. 

Thus, if science considres flyiing saucers 
a hallucination, it still must explain the 
cause of the global psychic illness. That may 
well be as difficult to establish as the true 
nature of UFOs. — 


The well-known American astrophysicist 
Donald Menzel says that flying saucers are 
optical phenomena in the Earth's atmosphere. 
Because of Professor Menzel's scientific 
prestige the explanation is generally accept- 
ed. But it doesnot hold water. As soon as 
we" go on from this generalization. to Cencrere 
interpretations of ‘concrete observations, it 
becomes evident that UFOs will not r: oe = 
themselves to optical phenomena of te inirage, 
rainbow or halo type. Try the Menzel expla- 
nation on the four accounts we cittd carlier. 
Nothing intelligible will emerge. What we 
seem to’ be dealing with here is a pte of 
reality still unexplored. 


The appearance of wos is almost always 
accompanied by a luminescence of air and the 
formation of an atmospheric plasma. This fact 
is the basis for the "plasma" hypothesis of 
UFOs as accumulations of atmospheric plasma 
of the ball lighrning type. But this expla- 
nation does not hold up either. Ball light~ 
ning is always a product of thunderstorms, 
and the appearance of UFOs has no relation 
to weather. Ball lightning diameters as a 
rule run four to five inches, no larger; the 
diameters of flying discs arc tnes and even 
hundreds of times that size. The behavior of 
UFOs, their shapes and other physical pro~ 
perties are quite different from what wo 
know of ball lightning. 

Saucers and Balls. To find a clue to the 
nature of UFOs, we must study all the reports 
on these surprising and, to my mind, real 
objects. Only a scientific analysis will re- 
veal the truth.What is, however, clear al- 
ready is that UFO phenomenon can be objec- 
tively analyzed and classified. Tre UFO 
classification adopted by foreign investi- 
gators is also confirmed by Soviet observers. 

By day when observed from Farth or planes, 
UFOs ‘appear as bright discs with a metallic 
tinge. Assistant Professor Vyacheslav ; 
Zaitsev observed such a flying saucer in 
1964, above Bologoye, from a TU-104 aircraft 
making a scheduled flight. The huge bright 
metal disc slid under the liner's belly, 
made a turn and at some distance took a 
course parallel with the aircraft. A 
bzlging core resembling a cabin could be 
seen in the heart of the disc. After flying 
alongside the plane for several seconds, it 
swerved abruptly and disappeared. 

A similar object was observed by goedetic 
astronomer Lyudmila Tsekhanovih in the sum
